Waukegan Scene of 
Race Riot. 


Two marines were wounded last 
night in a clash between 150 liberty. 
men from the Great Lakes naval train- 
ing station and the police of Wauke- 


gan. 
The jackies and marines were trying 


to storm the Sherman house as an 
aftermath to the race rioting that 
‘proke out Monday night after colored 
toys had stoned the automobile of a 
naval Heutenant riding through Wau- 
kegan,and injured his wife. The Sher- 
man house is occupied entirely by Ne- 
One of the wounded men is John 
Brown of the 15th regiment of marines 
at Fort Sheridan. He was shot in the 
mouth. The other, whose name was 
not given out by the naval authorities, 
ig at the Great Lakes hospital, shot in 
the leg and in the back. Neither is 
hurt. 


Police Await Attack. 


The police had been informed that 
the jackies and marines intended to 
burn the hotel, and that they would 
rish upo upon n the structure at 10 o’clock, 
catrying torches and gasoline. The 
police, armed with riot guns, and aided 
by & number of overseas veterans, also 
armed, waited for the attack. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock the jackies 
poured out of the ravine pack of the 
hotel where they had mobilized. The 
negroes fled from the hotel. Some of 
them carried their belongings. Women 
dragged their children by the hands 
and held babies in their arms. 

A sailor led the attackers. He car- 
ried the American flag. The police 
commanded the sailors to halt. No 
attention was paid to the command. 

Police Capture Flag. ra 

The police fired a volley into the air. 
The jackies came on. There were 
several hand to hand fights. The riot 
guns seemed to have a soo effect 
on the mob. 

The police seized the flag and two 
‘marines, and locked up their prisoners 
in the station house. 

The attack on the hotel lost its lure. 
Marines and sailors began to mill 
around the station, demanding the re- 
lease of the captives. 

An appeal was sent to Rear Admiral 
Frederick B. Bassett, commanding the 
naval] training station, and Command- 
er M. M. Frucht, the executive officer. 


Rush Three Loads of Guards. 


The provost guard was ordered: to 
Waukegan. Three truck loads of ma- 
rines were rushed into the town with 
orders to round up all the sailors they 
could find. 

Commander Frucht, in front of the 
Police station, addressed the crowd, 
commanding them to disperse and go 
back to the station. ~ 

“Release those marines and give us 
back our flag and we'll go," Frank 
Forte, a marine, said. 

Commander Frucht ordered his ar- 
rest.’ ‘The prisoners were turned over 
and the fag was given back. The pro- 
vost guard arrived, and soon the road

The money was furnished to them 
by Louis L. Emmerson, Gov. Lowden’s 
manager, last January, long before 
they were chosen as delegates. Friends 
of the governor pointed out iast night

Throws Out Delegates.

OUR LAST LINE’ OF DEFENSE. | 

The opening of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
camp at Camp Custer, Mich., set. for June 17, again 
brings forward the possibilities and need of military 
training of young’ men for the defense of the 
country. 

Some 2,600 young men from varioys schools and 


Camp Custer for a six weeks’ course of intensive 
training. Several similar camps have been author- 
ized by the government ir various sections of the 
country. In all, instruction will be provided for 

12,000 to 15,000 students. 
The government has failed in its responsibility to 
provide for the adequate defense of the nation 
of univérsalmilitary training. 


The slimmer caps arranged provide the only 
direct means to that end. It is by no means suffi- 
cient, but it is better than nothing. Suceegsful 
vperation of these camps will give the young men 
who take advantage of them some rudiments of 
military training. 

A nucleus of a wider system of volunteer train- 
ing may be formed. Even in the brief time al- 
jotted some of the students may develop a taste 
and an ability for military life which will hold them 
in the service. Others will carry away with them 
a realization of the value ®f such training in im- 
provement .of physique and character. These 
should spread the gospel among civilians, Even-

Hits At Profiteers. 

“The food control act contains pro- 
visions against profiteering that are 
very much more drastic and effective 
than any law congress can pass under 
its peace power, and as the condition 
it seeks to meet is the direct and, no 
doubt, temporary result of the war, it 
is believed that congress is justified 
in retaining it in force. 

“The trading with the enemy act 
should. remain on the statute books 


until a peace can be secured through 


appropriate official * action. It fur- 
nishes the only way for the regulations 
under which commerce is now carried 
on with patted and her allies.”

TENNESSEE 
GREATEST SEA 
FIGHTER AFLOAT) 
Big Directed by 
“Mechanical Brain.” 


New York, June 2.—{Special.]}—The 
Tennessee, the biggest battleship afloat, 


will be put into commission at. the 


Brooklyn navy yard tomorrow. 


The lessons of the battle of Jutland : Neg ee 


and other naval encounters of the late 
war have been taken into account in 
its construction. It is the first ship 
to recruit its personnel in the state 
from which it takes its name. Capt. 
R..H. Leyh, the commander, declares 
. the Tennesseeans form an excellent 
crew. 
The Tennessee is 625 feet ine 98 
feet wide, with a displacement of 82,500 : 
' tons. Its heavy armor belt and ar- 
mored deck provide defensive strength, 
and the fat waist line increases the 
steadiness of the ship and the accu- 
racy of gun fire at some paqeenes of 
‘speed. 

. The Tennessee carries 14 tneh 

guns, cwhich can be elevated: 80 de. 
grees, one battery of four inch anti air 

_ craft guns, fourteen 7 inch guns, and 
submerged torpedo tubes with a ten 

mile range. 

é Has Fighting Brain. 

The feature which distinguished the 
Tennessee from all other units of the 
‘United States navy is the fighting 
“brain ” which is encased in steel near 
the top of the forward mast. - Here are 
eoncentrated devices for observing 
enemy ships, quickly ascertaining their 
position, speed, and direction, and 
bringing the twelve 14 inch guns to 
bear on them simultaneously. . This 
fighting top has three decks. Its fight- 
ing complement is twenty-five. men.

sighted. Their reports are instantly 
‘compared and checked against each 
other.

tions by the American Farm Bureau 
federation were made public yesterday. 
The vote shows an overwhelming ma- 
jority against a bill now before con- 
gress levying a 1 per cent tax on the 
; ownership of land in excess of $10,000. 
The report was made by the execu- 
tive committee of the federation, now 
in session at the Hotel Sherman, Near- 
ly 400,000 farmers voted. 
- It is planned to take other referen- 
dums, shortly, notably on the question 
of making arbitration compulsory in 
all labor disputes and on the repeal of 
the Adamsom and Townsend laws. 
At the instance of New England 
delegates the question of woman’s im- 


_ portance in the federation will be taken 
up during the meeting here. The com- 
, mittee has been requested to appoint 
a national advisory board 6f women to 
serve until the constitution of the fed- 
eration can be revised to include wom- 
en members of the national board. 


Other action taken by the commit- 
tee was the creation of a bureau of 
agricultural economics, whose duty 
' would take up the problem of settling 
the controversy existing between the 
producer and the packer and also to 
- study world conditions in the agricul- 
tural field and their probable effect on 
the American farmer and his produce. 
The Mid-West Farm bureau, a mem- 
ber of the federation, has already ap- 
propriated $75,000 toward this work. 

A census of the rallroad car supply 
for the shipment of cattle will be taken 
immediately, in order to gain accurate 
knowledge of transportation condi-} 
tions.

Charges Ordered by 
Garrity. 


Edward T. Davis, the detective who 
chatted with Gene Geary a few seconds 
after he shot down H. J. Reckas a 
week ago tonight, must tell the police 
trial board why he let the killer slip 
through his fingers. 

Chief of Police Garrity ordered 
charges of neglect of duty preferr 
against Davis, last night. The chi 
had before him the statements of 
Davis and Merrick Shattuck, a horse 
dealer, who were chatting “ behind 
the icebox” in Jim O’Brien’s Horn 
Palace saloon, 4165 South Halsted 
street, when Geary shot Reckas and 
walked out to lead the police a week 
of fruitless search. 


* Faces Trial Board Third Time. 


“In the first place Davis had no 
business loafing in the saloon and in 
the second he neglected his duty sad- 
ly when he failed to arrest Geary, on 
the spot,” Chief Garrity said. 

It will be Davis’ third trip to the 
trial board. In 1912 charges of mal- 
treating a citizen were preferred 
against him, but were later dismissed. 
In 1913 he was fined three days’ pay 
on a charge of beating up Nathan 
Trocky, a fellow officer. 

In the statements forwarded to the 
chief by State’s Attorney Hoyne, Davis 
admits he walked up to Geary after 
the shooting and said, “ Hello, Gene.” 
The killer answered, “ Helio, Davis,” 
and the latter went in search of the 
bartender to learn what the fracas, 
was about, allowing Geary to walk 
out unmolested. 

What Shattuck Said. 
One paragraph cf Shattuck’s state- 


ment reads: 
“We (Davis and Shattuck) sat be-

GUN ROBBERIES 
DROP AS PRISON 
TAKES ITS TOLL 


Sadler Law Is Curb, 
Chamberlin Says. 


Highway robbery—with a gun—is 
becoming unpopular, according to the’ 
Chicago crime commission. 

Statistics compiled yesterday showed 


the number of robperies has decreased 
from 234 in January to 178'in April. 
There was an increase in 1919 from 
176 in January to 320 in April. 

The cause of the decrease, declares 
Col. Henry Barrett Chamberlin, head 
of the crime commission, is the large 
number of robbery conviction: and 
sentences of from ten years to life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
The Sadler law, effective last July, 
provided this penalty, but few con- 
victions had been obtained up to the 
beginning of the present year, Col. 
Chamberlin’ says: 

Burglaries Show Gain 


Burglary, which runs on a ratio with 
robbery as to amount of loot obtained, 
is proving by far the more popular 
crime. It carries a much lighter 
sentence. In January, 1920, there were 
437 burglaries. This number increased 
gradually to 564 in April. This is in 
comparison to 407 in January, 1919, 
and 436 in April, 1919. 

“Ever since the first of January 
the courts have evinced a disposition 
to enforce the penalty carried by the 
Sadler law,” Col Chamberlin said. “ As

Legitimate Trade May Go 
Over 100 Gallon Mark. 


Pi of hope for dealers ee 
whisky stocks are exhausted long be- 
fore the time when they can again 
withdraw their quarterly allowance of 
100 gallons was seen yesterday in the 
announcement by Hubert Howard, fed- 
eral prohibition director, that his of- 
fice would consider applications for 
aduitional supplies. 


“This action was taken, Mr. 
said, because heretofore the physicians 
had been allowed to write 100 prescrip- 
tions monthly and centrally located 
drug stores having a large prescrip- 


tion trade were unable to supply their 
legitimate customers. 


Law Generally Obeyed. 
According to the prohibition director, 
drug stores and physicians are obeying 
the law better than ever before. 

“We have had 300,000 fake prescrip- 
tions turned in since the law went into 
effect, but most of these were writtén 
before the prescription books were is- 
sued by the government,” he said. “ Re- 
cently I checked up on 1,000 prescrip- 
tions and found only a few issued for 
other than legitimate reasogs.” ;

Corn planting is nearly completed in prac- 
tically all states, as shown by the detaiiea 
government weekly weather and crop report, 
with the exception of central and southern 
Illinois and south central lowa, where consid- 
erable work remains to be done.» General con- 
dition is good. Winter wheat made good 
progress, although reports from the various 


states are spotted. Fly is very bad in some 
parts of Indiana. Ohio condition poor. Ili- 
nois poor average with some heading in 


southern of the state. Harvesting will 
begin in southern Kansas around June 15. 
Reports on oats show some improvement, but 
returns from lowa show the crop below the 
average. Condition of spring wheat excellcnt 
in the northwest.

Spring wheat acreage in North Dakota is 13 
per cent less than last year, according to re 
turns to the Price Current-Grain Reporter. 
In Minnesota the atreage is reduced 14 per 
cent and in South Dakota 30 per cent. 
Tllinois the oat acreage is 9 per cent less 
than last year and in lowa 4 per cent, while 
Minnesota, North Dakota, and Kansas in- 
creased 2 per cent. Acreage of corn in Iili- 
nois and Missouri is 4 per cent larger than 
last year, lowa 2 per cent, Nebraska 10 per 
eent, Kansas 7 per cent, and Oklahoma 56 per 
cent, while Indiana decreased 5 per cent and 
Ohio 9 per cent. 

A 25 per cent increase in the Iowa corn 
acreage is 8 by reports to the Burling- 
ton railroad. The LDlinois Central estimates 
that 85 per cent of the ois corm acreage 
has been planted. 

Harvesting of winter wheat in Oklahome 
will begin around June 25 and in southern 
Kansas June 25 to July 1, according to the 
Santa F% railroad’s weekly report. There 
are 4,670 cars of grain to be moved in the 
territory from Chicago to Purcell, Okla., and 
162 cars from the latter to the gulf.
